New York, Dec. 23—The ninety-sec- 
annual festival of the New England 
Society in the city of New York was 
held at Delmonico’s Wednesday night. 
Four hundred members of the society 
and their friends, including many dis­ 
tinguished men, were present. Among 
those who sat at the guests of honor 
table were J. Pierpont Morgan, Joseph 
H. Choate, Gen. Wesley Merritt, James 
Whitcomb Riley, Richard Olney, Sen­ 
ator inw ard O. Wolcott, the Rev. Dr. 
Lyman Abbott, Gov. Frank S. Black, 
Senator George F. Hoar, President 
Charles W. Eliot, Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
and Mayor William L. Strong. 
Senator Edward O. Wolcott of Col­ 
orado received hearty applause when 
he arose to respond to the toast “The 
East and the West.” 
Mr. Wolcott began with a humorous 
reference to the political resignation 
with which the exiles from New Eng­ 
land bore their banishment; then spoke 
of an alleged desire of the Canadian 
government to acquire the state of 
Maine and portions of New Hampshire 
and Vermont in exchange for territory 
in western Canada. Finally he touch­ 
ed upon present political conditions, 
and continued: 
“For more than a generation we have 
waited for the day when parties would 
divide solely on national questions, 
and 'vhen the old sectional issues grow­ 
ing out of the war and the race prob­ 
lem ~ould be buried. The time came. 
The parties met on a broad economic 
question, and, lo, we emerge from the 
contest threatened with another bitter 
sectional division. The far west, large­ 
ly the child of the east and pulsing with 
its blood, joins hands with the south. 
The new alignment is not only debtor 
against creditor, class against class; 
but in a land pervaded with equal de­ 
votion to what its people believed in 
the truest welfare of the whole coun­ 
try, great majorities in one section face 
equally great majorities in another. 
“So universal a feeling as that which 
pervades the great west cannot all be 
wrong. You cannot dispose of a con­ 
viction held by millions of intelligent 
people by calling it a craze, and some 
'd ay you may find it worth your w'hile 
to look for the truth where it is usual­ 
ly hidden—somewhere 
between 
ex­ 
tremes. 
“Somehow it is not readily recog­ 
nized in the west that the ability to re­ 
organize a western railroad and swell 
its stock and securities several mil- 
lian every time it is foreclosed, neces­ 
sarily indicates an equal ability to de­ 
termine the wisest economic policy for 
the farmer who lives along the right 
of way. 
And men 
who would 
no 
more dream of intrusting their bank­ 
er with the duty of formulating their 
financial views than they would of in­ 
trusting a man of whom they bought 
a shotgun with the command of the 
armies of their country, are naturally 
inclined to fear that in this part of the 
moral vineyard there is a tendency to 
assume that the possession of great 
wealth means necessarily the posses­ 
sion of great wisdom. 
“The century now ending has been 
full of growth and glory. It has wit­ 
nessed the republic rise from insignifi­ 
cance and poverty to wealth and great­ 
ness. Most of us here tonight can -e- 
call the dark days of doubt and from 
them have seen the people emerge in 
triumph a nation of freedom, all free. 
A continent’s width may divide us, but 
the same flags greets us at the dawn, 
the forty-five stars all blazoned alike 
upon its azure field, all yours and all 
ours. In days of peace as in time of 
war the altar of patriotism is an altar 
of sacrifice, and please God we will 
start the new century on its journey 
to the stars laden with the hopes and 
aspiration of a happy and a united peo­ 
ple.” 
In the course of a long eulogy of the 
pilgrims and puritans of New England 
Senator Hoar referred to the Mayflower 
logbook thus: “It is the most precious 
manuscript on earth, unless we could 
recover the text of one of the gospels 
as written by the pen of the evangelist. 
I do not think of any other single ob­ 
ject of human possession so precious 
to the children of New England, or, 
unless possibly we were to except a 
very few of the great paintings and 
statues, to the world.

Some of the Advantages—Would En­ 
able Many Owners of Mortgaged 
Farms In the West to Become In­ 
dependent Again—Saving to the 
Government Effected. 


New York, Dec. 23.—W. F. Rockwell, 
a prominent manufacturer of Meriden, 
Conn., has in view the presentation 
of a bill in congress through the pen­ 
sion committee looking toward 
the 
funding of the pension appropriation. 
The bill, according to Mr. Rockwell, 
promises to be a great benefit not only 
to the government in the saving of 
many millions of dollars, but to the 
vast army of pensioners also. 
Mr. 
Rockwell has talked about his plan to 
President McKinley, Secretary Bliss, 
members of the ways and means com­ 
mittee and to pension officials, all of 
whom, he says, think well of it, but 
they have not yet decided how it would 
be received by the country. 
“It has long been an idea of con­ 
gress,” said Mr. Rockwell, in speaking 
of his plan, “that pensioners are de­ 
pendent, whereas, as a matter of fact, 
the great bulk of them are independ­ 
ent. 
Thousands of them are owners 
of farms in the west, which are mort­ 
gaged, the mortgages bearing interest 
anywhere from 8 to 12 per cent. 
My 
idea is to issue negotiable bonds to the 
pensioners, or to pay them the cash fit 
their option, to cover the amount they 
would receive from the government, 
based on life 
insurance expectancy. 
This would enable them to pay off 
these mortgages, thus saving to them 
the difference between the lowest rate 
of interest in any state, 6 per cent, 
and the interest on the bonds, 2% P®r 
cent. 
“There are, in round numbers, about 
950,000 persons on the pension rolls, 
and to those who are not owners of 
farms the payment 
of 
the 
entire 
amount which, according to my table, 
would be due them would enable them 
to start in business and this in itself 
would put 
into 
circulation a large 
amount of money that would inure to most of the time. 


Maa Fight the Reduction—Mill Own­ 
ers Still Claim the Cut in Wages 
Is a Necessity—Strike Now Would 
Be Playing Into the Hands of 
the Sooth. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 23.—The at­ 
titude of the labor leaders has changed 
greatly since the reply of the manu­ 
facturers was issued and they are ad­ 
vocating a strike of the operatives as 
the only possible relief for the present 
situation. Most of the manufacturers 
feel that a strike is imminent unless 
something can be done in the next ten 
days to appease the angry leaders. 
Some of the leaders think it would he 
good policy to postpone a strike until 
the 1st of April or March, while others 
favor a strike at a part of the mills. 
The Dufee and Seaconnet mills have 
not yet posted notices of a reduction, 
and they may refuse to join any move­ 
ment that is likely to be followed by 
a strike. The manufacturers do not 
believe that a strike will result, and 
they base their belief on the fact that 
so much time has already passed with­ 
out action being taken. It is believed 
that as the matter is talked over more 
men will come around to the view that 
it would he best for all concerned to 
run at the reduced figure than to give 
the southern mills the hold that they 
desire by stopping the spindles in Fall 
River.

New York, Dec. 23.—It has developed 
that the big coal selling combination 
of the anthracite railroads, whereby 
every ton of that product is to be doled 
out by a supreme head, is only part of 
a vast project for the control of the 
entire coal industry in the east. 
J. Pierpont Morgan’s plan involves 
the creation of a similar central sell­ 
ing agency to cover each of the great 
bituminous coal districts of Pennsyl­ 
vania, Ohio, West Virginia, Indinana, 
and Illinois, and a uniform working 
arrangement between them that shall 
forever put a stop to rate cutting and 
demoralization of the trade.

M AKING N O AH ’S ARKS. 


How Little Wooden Animals Are Cat Oat 
of Block Just as Cake Is Sliced. 
Tho maimer in which the various ani­ 
mals which populate the toy Noah’s 
arks children love are made is certainly 
novel and amusing. These arks mostly 
come from Saxony, where armies of 
children are engaged in this employ­ 
ment. The part of the work done on the 
lathe, however, is intrusted to older 
hands. 
lf one takes up a cow or elephant or 
horse from a Noah’s ark, he will see 
the animal is more or less wedge shaped. 
This is because they are cut from a cir­ 
cular block very much like a cake baked 
in a mold, and each animal is merely a 
slice of the mold. Taking the elephant 
for an example, this is the manner of 


WOODEN ELEPHANTS. 
making: A cake or ring of pine wood 
some ten inches in diameter and a little 
over two inches thick is turned on the 
lathe. Then by means of gouges the 
curves of the animal are cut in the top 
of the soft wood, and at the inner edge 
a projection is made to form the ani­ 
mal's head. On the other side a deep 
groove is cut to represent the open space 
between the animal’s fore and hind legs. 
An elephant disk will be cut up into 
three dozen wedges, and then the child 
workers round off its angles. A separate 
cake is made from which the trunk is 
cut and another for the tail. These are 
glued on. All the other animals are 
made in the same way.—Chicago News. 


An Ingenious Boy. 
An ingenious Augusta boy has found 
a new way of putting in electric wires 
that deserves to be patented. His moth­ 
er had given him permission to have 
an electric light in his room if he would 
put in his own wiring. In order to do 
this it was necessary to carry the wires 
from one room to another. How to do 
this in a neat and workmanlike manner 
was a perplexing problem, but the 
young man was equal to it. He be­ 
thought himself of a pet cat which was 
greatly devoted to him and would an­ 
swer readily to bis call. A good stout 
string was attached to Kitty’s tail and 
she was put under the flooring and call­ 
ed through from one room to the other. 
With the aid of this string tho wires 
were soon in place and in a manner, 
too, that would have done credit to the 
best workman in tho city.—Bangor 
(Me.)
